CHAPTER 89.
STATE ROAD.

AN ACT legulizing a certain state road therein named.

SectioN 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the
State of Iowa, That the establishment of the state road
running from Bloomfield, Davis county, Iowa, via Albia, in
Monroe county, Knoxville, in Marion county, Indianola,in
Warren county, to Wintersett, in Madison county, Iowa, is
hereby declared legal and valid.

Sec. 2. Thatitis hereby made the duty of the county
judge of Davis county, Iowa, to notify within thirty days
from the day thislaw goes into effect, the various supervi-
sors having jurisdiction along the route of said road, within
the limits of the county of Davis, to open said road.

Sec. 8. This act to bein force from and after its publica.
tion in the Democratic Standard, Marion county, Iowa, and
Iowa Flag, Bloomfield, Davis county, Iowa, and Albia In-
dependent Press, without expense to the State.
